TO REMODEL THE EXCHANGE. 


Plans Suggested by President W. I. 
Anderson. 


The prospects are that the appearance 
ofthe Chamber of Commerce building will 
soon be changed very much for the 
better. President W. T. Anderson of 
the Merchants’ Exchange said this morn- 
ing: an architect is now locking 
over the building to see what can be done. 
My ideasare as follows: The dark, dingy 
wood work should be palnted a 
bright color all over the house. 


We should have an electric plant of our own, 
with electric lights in every room. 
The elevators should be run 
on the rapid transit principle, 
and we could supply our own electricity. 
The south arcade should be made 
into a pleasant smoking-room. The 
present inadequate washing arrange - 
ments ought to be replaced by 
much better ones. I want to have the floor 
ofthe hall in the second story, which ts 
now very shaky, laid in tiling. Then 
the reatting-room and the directors’ room 
should be remodeled.

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INTERVIEW WITH HERZ. 

Paris, Jan. 20.—The Figaro publishes an in- 
terview between a correspondent and M. 
Cornelius Herz. The visitor found M. Herz 
in bed and Mrs.Herz attending him. M. Herz 
looked worn and exhausted with physical 
and mental suffering. He seemed par- 
ticularly hurt by the charge that he 
was a mere adventurer who had 
gained position and honor by unscrupulous 
methods, and enlarged upon his honorable 
career and mentioned the list of learned so- 
cletles to which he belonged. He showed a 
letter from M. Barboux and M. DeFreycinet 
and also from Baron Nordenskiold, the noted 
haturalist and explorer, expressing their 
appreciation of his services in 
the cause of science.

Kansas City’s Thieving Bank Messenger 
Caught at St. Paul With the Missing 
Cash— Arrested for Arson-—Counter- 
feiters Captured — Charged With a 
Heinous Offense—Crime News. 


PITTsBURG, Pa., Jan. 0.—Judge Stowe de- 
livered his charge inthe Homestead polson- 
ing case against Hugh F. Dempsey, District 
Master Workman of the Knights of 
Labor, at the opening of court this 
morning and the jury retired shortly 
before noon, At 2:6 the special jury re- 
turned with a verdict of guilty. The jury was 
out about three hours. At1:100’clock they 
came into court and asked for further in- 
structions as tothe third and fourth counts, 
which charged defendant with conspir- 
ing with divers persons unknown to admin- 
ister poison, The court told the jury there 
was no evidence to war rant convietion on 
these counts and the case turned on the 
first count, which charged him with 
administering polson with the intent 
to commit murder. It the jury believed him 
guilty of being Im plicated in the administra- 
tion of the poison he was guilty of the first 
count. Ide jury retired upon the furtner 
instructions. The impression given by the 
questions asked by the jury was 
that the verdict would be guilty. Mr. Por- 
ter, attorney for Dempsey, looked disap- 
pointed and said: ‘‘That looks like convic- 
tion to me, unlessI am very much sur- 
prised.’* The jury returned at 1:20 with 


a verdict of gullty as indicted. 
The court-room wascrowded with the friends 
of the defendant at.the time and the verdict 
created a sensation, but there was no out- 
ward demonstration. ‘The defendant turned 
pale at the announcement and at once left 
the court-room in company with his counsel. 


Hoe is under $10,000 ball. 


Judge Stowe, in charging the jury in the 
Dempsey case this morning, reviewed very 
carefully and impartially all the 
points of the testimony brought out during 
the trial. It was for the jury, he said, 
to determine whether poison was put 
into the coffee or tea or the food atthe mill. 
This question depends solely upon the testi- 
mony of Gallagher and Davidson. If they 
tell the truth, the defendant was the origina- 
tor and pricipal in the case and 
should be held responsible for whatever 
Gallagher and Davidson did in pursuance of 
his instructions. Now, just here comes the: 
great question so far as the defendant is 
concerned. Dempsey emphatically denies 
what Gallagher and Davidson say 
in regard to the purpose for 
which he employed them. He is 
a competent, but an interested witness. 
They are also competent, but suspicious and 
tainted witnesses. But the jury may, if they 
believe their testimony, convict from it 
alone. 

The first arrest made in the poison case 
was that of R. J. Beattey, who was taken at 
Loulsville, Ky., on Dec. 10. His arrest was 
made on the evidence of the man employed 
as cook for the non-union men at the Car- 
negie Iron and Steel Works at Homestead. 

It will be remembered that shortly after 
the militia came to Homestead much sick- 
ness broke out among the men at the mill, It 
was stated at the time that typhoid fever 
was prevalent among them and this caused a 
private investigation by the Carnegie Steel 
Company, followed by an investigation by 
the State Board of Health. The physicians 
were at a loss to find a cause for the sick- 
ness, which resulted in numerous deaths, 
but finally concluded that it was the water 
used among the employes. 

It seems that one ofthe chief cooks for the 
Carnegie company squealed' on the plot 
and in this way H. C. Frick got hold of the 
story. The chief cook tried to hire a certain 
manin Pittsburg. He told this man that he 
was in search of two assistants whe could 
make big money by going to Homestead. He 
said that he was to get $5,000 if he succeeded 
in closingthe mill. The man, together with 
a friend whomthe chief cook had tried to 
hire. went to Mr. Frick and told him the 
story in his private office. 

Attorneys took down their statements, and 
the two men were tol o goahead and let 
the chief cook hire them, in order that they 
might get at the details of the plot. The 
Carnegie company also placed detectives to 
watch over the two men. 

The day after their arrival at Homestead a 
number of millmen took sick. The chief cook 

aid he had placed a colored powder in the 
food and told the assistants to dothe same. 
A Hittle later Charles Glosser, one of the non- 
union men, died. 

The chief cook was reported very uneasy. 
It was feared he might leave the city, so he 
was summoned to Mr. Frick’s office, osten- 
sibly for instructions, He was confronted by 
the story of the plot and an officer. The cook 
broke down and made a confession, giving the 
names of those inthe conspiracy and the 
amount of money he was to have received. 
“he cook begged not to be placed in jail. He 
has been under strict survelliance since. 

Since the beginning of the trial two of the 
men poisoned have died. After the arrest of 
Beattey facts came out implicating other 
prominent Knights of Labor, among them 
Master Workman Dempsey, who was found 
guilty by the jury to-day.

COUGHLIN’S NEW TRIAL. 


The Prisoner Will Ee Transferred to the 
Jailin Chicago. 

CHIcAaGo, Jan. 20.—Attorney W. 8. Forest 
at 10:45 this morning, received from Ottawa 
the official order of the Supreme Court re- 
versing the decision of the lower court in the 
Coughlin case. He will go into Judge Mc- 
Connell’s court with the order and secure 
from the courtan order formally redocket- 
ing the casein the criminal court of Cook 
County. This will be done as a matter of 
course, and a mitimus will be issued to the 
Sheriff for the possession of Dantel Coughlin. 
The Sheriff will then send a deputy 


to Joliet, probably this afternoon or evening, 
and Coughiin will be brought to Chicago and

The Clan-na-Gael, indeed, 
is stricken out of the case. The 
court’s decision hinged entirely upon the 
question of the competence of Jurors Bonte- 
con and Clark. But it reopens the case, and 
friends of the convicted detective believe 
that he will go free.

M. M. Ackroyal and Edward A. Dill. 

THE ESSEXIC KNIGHTS. 

The Essenic Knights take their name from 
the Jewish sect called the Essenes, from 
which John the Baptist and Jesus Christ 
sprang. The sect was com- 
posed of ascetics of the most rigor 
ous rules of life, and the principles laid 
down in the „agreement“ are intended to 
lead the members to emulate the examples 
set in the practice of asceticism. The objects 
of the order, as set forth by its 
promoters, are to unite fraternally all 
acceptable members thereof, to give all poss 
sible moral and material aid and assistance 
to its members, to car for the sick and dis- 
abled, the poor and distreszed.

The graceful act of respect embodied in 
ex-President Cleveland’s long trip to at- 
tend the funeral of ex-President Hayes, is 
especially significant in view of the cir- 
cumstances connected with the latter’s 
presidential term. 

The presence of a Demewatic ex-Presi- 
dent and President-elect at the grave of 
this Republican ex-President affords a 
spectacle. calculated to renew and 
strengthen faith in the stability of the Re- 
public and to inspire profound admiration 
of the influences which thé enjoy- 
ment of liberty and the exercise 
of its privileges exert. upon men.

Scarcely a case of defalcation has oc- 
irred in offices of trust that the facts 
have not shown neglect or violation of 
laws providing safeguards and checks to 
prevent the loss of money. Within ascore 
of miles of St. Louis a case supplementary 
to and apparently far more ag- 


gravated than the Foerstel shortage has 


just occurred illustrating this point. In 
the defalcation of Treasurer Mittelberger 
of St. Charles County the evidence indi- 
cates that at the beginning of his term he 
shifted a shortage from the office of City 
Treasurer, which he held previously, to 
the County Treasury, where, through 
the negligence of supervising officials, 
he was enabled to increase it steadily dur- 
ing his entire term. It appears that despite 
a law requiring the County Court to ex- 
amine the cash and accounts of the Treas- 
urer at least twice a year his statement 
with reference to them was blindly ac- 
cepted, even when there was suspicion of 
crookedness, Could dishonesty find bet- 
ter opportunity or stronger temptation 
than this? 

But the neglect of the safeguards pro- 
vided by law is not ths only way in which 
the St. Charles authorities are better- 
ing the example of their neighbors 
in St. Louis. Although Mittelberger 
has freely confessed his guilt the 
county officials appear not to be 
aware of the fact that defalcation 
in public office isa crime. They seem to 
accept wretched pleas of losses through 
generosity and a desire to boom the town 
as a sufficient defense of the crime of theft. 

They apparently are forgetful of the 
fact that the place for an official who uses 
public funds to boom a town by personal 
speculation and to boom his generosity is 
within the walls of a jail. 

When officials entrusted with the care of 
public money find safeguards neglected 
and laws violated aud when they see 
official thieyery go unpunished is it any 
wonder that in this age of greedy specula- 
tion that the ‘‘opportunity and tempta- | 
tion’’ foster dishonesty and multiply de- 
falcations? 


THE attempt of the boy ruler of Egypt 
to free himself and his country from 
British domination ended as might have 
been expected. England will not give up 
any advantage she possesses for the reason 
that she is not built that way, and can- 
not yield without loss of prestige and con- 
sequent decline of influence. Besides, it is 
doubtful if Egypt could stand alone at this 
time, and it is only a question between the 
greater powers as to which of them shall 
hold possession. As England is on the 
ground she has nine points in her favor 
and the other powers will have to put up 
with a disagreeable situation until war, 
perhaps, changes the aspect of affairs.

Ispeak candidly when I 
say that 1 do not know whether I shall run 
for the office of Mayor again or not. 

Have you authorized your friends to con- 
duct a canvass on your behalf?’’

FISHERY DECISION. 


SMALL COMFORT IN IT FOR CANADIAN SEAL- 
ERS. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 20.—The decision of 
the Chief Justice Begbie of British Columbia 
in the case of the sealing schooner Oscar 
and Hattie, which has just been given, does 
notleave much comfort for the Canadian 
sealers during the coming season. Sub- 
sec, 5 of the act quoted by the Chief Justice 
says: 
if a British ship be found within the prohibited 
limits having on board fishing or shooting imple- 
ments or sealskins the onus shall be on the owners 
or wasters to show that the ship was not used or ein- 


ployed in contravention of the act. 

The awners of the schooner thought it sufi- 
cient to prove that at the time of the capture 
she was not engaged in sealing. Comman. 
der JOhnson’s statement on this point was 
pretty plain. Chief-Justice Begble was not 
satisfied that she was innocent throughout 
the season and therefore she was con- 
damned. The force ofthe judgment in this 
case is that while the present modus vivendl 
isin force any schooner caught inside Beh- 
ring Sea will be subject to confiscation if her 
owners cannot prove clearly that she 
did not seal in the prolibited waters 
during last season. They are all assumed to 
be guilty and must be ready with very strong 
proof of theirinnocence. The master’s word 
will not be taken. If the modus vivendl is 
‘renewed for another year withoutany change 
in the provision quoted, the danger will con- 

tinue until the end of the coming season,

NEW Tonk, Jan. 0. — The defense which 
Mrs. Edward Parker Deacon will set up in 
answer to her husband’s suit for ditworee in 
the New York courts, throws new light on 
the Cannes tragedy, in which Deacon shot 
and killed M. Abeille. Edmond Kelly is con- 
ducting Mrs. Deacon’s side of the case. He 
says: 

The papers sent to me from Paris in tho 
case of Deacon against Deacon shtrw facts 
very different to those communicated from 
time totime to the press of this eity. As far 
as my memory serves ms the press reported 
that Abellie was shot under circumstances 
which could leave no doubt as to the gulit of 
the parties. Their attireand the place of the 
shooting seeemed to prove this, It turns out, 
however, thatthe evidence before tha Court 
of Assizes shows that no such conélusion can 
be drawn. 

In the first p! ace the shooting took place 
in Mrs. Deacon’s drawing-room and not in 
her bed-room, as stated. Mrs, Deacon wore 
a tea-vown and Mr. Abeilie had on a smoking- 
jacket. Ihe idea that the situation of the 
parties at the time of the murder justified 
the murder has been 12 abandoned 
by Mr. Deacon himsel 

„The history of Deacon's strorts in this 
direction is illustrative of the man. He first 
brought an action for divorce against his 
wife on the statutory grounds, but when. his 
wife brought a counter claim on the ground 
of cruelty he withdrew the action for di- 
vorce. lle then went to the Public Prose- 
cutor, asking that Mrs. Deacon be indicted, 
This application was perémptorily refused 
Under Art. 182 of the Code, however, a hus 
band is allowed to proceed against hi 
ona criminal charge. This “Sh hé next 
took, and the Court of Ap me Will shortiy 
decide whether this action: must be dis. 
missed on the ground of sabsequent récon- 
ciliation. 

‘‘Meanwhile Mrs. Deacon has been greatly 
misrepresented. Owing to hef own * 
osity she was unwilling by — at 2 
exonerate herself to eudan ne 11 — 
husband when he was on rial for mu 
andatthat crisis allowed statements 10 9 
published regarding her without contradic- 
tion. It is a somewhat unfair return on the 
part of her husband that her silence in his 
interest should be used against her, 

‘As regards the accusations of impropriety 
made against Mrs. Deacon, there is much to 
be said in her behalf. The friends of AtAille 
laugh atthe idea of any criminal relations 
between them and say that such relations 
were impossible for the best of reasons.

THE WHEEL. 

The suspension ofa dozen or more of the 
country’s crack riders at a recent meeting of 
the L. A. W. Racing Board has been the sen- 
sation of the week in cycling circles. It turns 
out now that things will not go so hard with 
the men as was anticipated. The Racing 


Board has been doing some hard thinking 
over the amateur question and has 
made public in the current number of 
the official organ thelr plan of solving 
the distracting problem. The amateur def 
nition has been broadened by the creation of 
two classes, A and B,in the first of which 
riders will be held to a strict mark, being 
barred from accepting money or expenses in 
any shape or form or from bartering or real- 
izing on their prizes, which are to be limited 
to medals, jewelry or diplomas not to exceed 
in value $0. The preventive sections cov- 
ering this section read as follows: 

(b) Competing with a professional or making pace 
for or having the pace for himself made by such in 
public or for a prize. 

(c) Selling, pawning, bartering or otherwise turn- 
ingintocash orin any manner realizing cash upon 
any prize won by him. 

(d) Accepting directly or indirectly any remuner- 
— compensation or expense whatever for 
cycling. 

Xe) * this class no prize shall exceed $50 in value, 
and such prizes shall be limited to medals, wreaths, 
diplomas, plate and jewelry only. 

(f) Competing with amateurs of Class B, and hav- 
Ing once lost his status in Class A, cannot recover it 
or be restored thereto. 


In Class B it will be legal under the amend- 
ment for wheelmen to accept expense money. 
It costs money to train and live, and the 
Racing board, recognizing these facts, comes 
out boldly and says that a rider may receive 
remuneration upon the track just as his ser- 
vices in any other vocation are rewarded. 


An amateur of Class B shall be acycle rider who 

compete in public for pay or remuneratiou for 

riding, but shall not compete for Gash ora divisible 
prize, nor realize upon any prize won by him. 

A cytlist ceases to be an amateur of Class B by: 

(a) Engaging in cycling or other recognized ath- 
letie sports or exercise fora wager, money prize or 
gate money. 

(b) Competing with a professional or making 
for or having the pace made for himself by sue 
public or for a prize. 

(e) Selling, pawning. or otherwise turning into 

cash, orin any manner realizing cash upon any prize 
won oy him. 
(ad) License may be granted by a majority vote ef 
the Racing Board for competition in invitation races 
between amateurs of Class A and B. Prize rules of 
Class A to govern, 

A cyclist does not forfeit his amateur status by 
teaching the elements of cyoling solely for the pur- 
pose of effecting the sale of a cycle. 

(f) The League recognizes as athletic exercises, 
in addition to cycling, alf sports over which the 
Amateur Athletic Union, the National Association 
of Amateur Oarsmen and other amateur athietic 
organizations have jurisdiction, 

It is regarded as probable that the Amateur 
Athletic Union may consider the proposed 
changes as too radical and that under the 
new class definition amateurs of foreign 
countries will not be allowed to compete 
with L. A. W. Class B riders. The league in- 
vitesa friendly alllance with other sporting 
bodies, but it proposes to run its organiza. 
tion in its Own way. Competitions}between 
the riders of different classes have been pro- 
vided for by the clause granting special dis- 
pensation for all such cases. As for the 
other crack riders who have been suspended 
the board will hear their cases individually 
and itis likely that all, as soon as they offer 
satisfactory explanations, will be reinstated.

Blinn’s advertising pamphlet about his re- 
treat for women is another fine example of 
im pade nce and boldness. In it he says: 

To those who are enduring the greatest 
possible misfortune not connected with 
crime, Viz., such as are soon to become 

mothers without the countenance and pro- 
tection of a husband, I venture to introduce 
myselfand my retreat and to assure you 
that in this house and under my care you 
will find a safe, secluded, cheery and pleas- 
ant home until the period arrives when you 
can, assured of the strictest secrecy as to the 
unfortunate past, return to your family and 
society without the siightest fear of 
scandal.“ 

The charge now pending against Blinn is 
that of performing a criminai operation up- 
on Mrs. Alice Whitney, No, 3561 West Forty- 
fourth strteet. He is now out on ball of $5,000. 
Biinn claims that he has performed no 
operation on the woman because she re- 
quired none. Yet in the Forty-Seventh 
Street Station-house he had ackkowledged 
before Detectives Morris and Glennon and 
other witnesses that the woman had con- 
sulted nim, and although he denied that she 
had given him 550 and a note for $30, he ac- 
knowledged that she had paid hima smaller 
sum.
